The Russians, to the number of thirty thou-
sand, had attacked the ports of Balaklava, and
after a severe battle routed the English cavalry
with the logs of 500 horse. Other despatches
state that after a hotly contested battle the
allies remained masters of the ficld. The news
is entirely obscure, The Russian despatches
say the allies have suffered two severaldefeats,
viz: the French had their worksdestroyed and
sixteen guns spiked, while the English cavalry
had been attacked at Balaklava, as above stated,
and rounted with severe loss.

In the recent attack upon the forts at the
mouth of Sebastopol harbor. the vessels of the
allies were much damaged. The British are
said to be within 200 yards from the Russian
works. The French works are not strong
enough, and have been much injured. A de-

great. The supply of water was beginning to
fail in Sebastopol.

Menschikoff had gone out to meet alarge
body of troops sald to be advancing, in order
to expedite their movements as much as pos-
sible.
